ing redeemed by Chriſt, wee may alſo bec 
renewed according to the image of God, 
in truerjghtcouſneſſe and holineſle : there. 
fo:eir is very expedient, that the ſpeciall 
duties commanded.and vices forbidden in 
euery Commandement,ſhould particular- 
ly be laid forth: That in reſpe&. of the for- 
mer vie,we might ſee thoſe manifold-borh 
duties which wee haue -omitred, and alſo 
vices which wee have commitred herero- 
fore : and in reſpect of the latter, that wee 
might diſtin&ly ſee. and vnderſtand thoſe 
particular, duties which the Lord-enicy- 
neth vs t0,0bſerue, and thoſe particular vi- 
ces which he chargeth vs to ſhunne for the 
time tO COME. . |
